Thank  you,  one  and  all,  for  your  support  of  KPFK's  most  recent  fund 
drive.  We  had  a  highly  successful  and  energetic  ten-day  run.  By  the  close, 
our  goal  had  been  exceeded.  Special  thanks  are  due  you  for  accepting  our 
subscription  rate  increases,  which  arc  ihe  first  in  five  years. 

The  tolal  amount  pledged  came  to  $224,500:  from  both  renewing 
subscribers  and  over  2,000  new  listener-supporters.  As  usual,  KPFK's 
slaff  and  those  of  you  who  volunteer  your  lime  in  these  drives  all 
coniributed  to  this  winning  effort.  Special  thanks  are  due  lo  area 
restaurants  which  coniributed  food  to  the  hard-working,  hungry  fund 
drive  teammates. 


"Now  listen  up,"  said  the  stem  General  Manager,  "please  pay  those  bills  when  ihey  land  in  your  hand. 
And  thank  you  for  for  endorsing  the  principle  of  listener  support  once  more." 

We  are  also  grateful  to  the  many  of  you  who  took  the  time  to  type  or  pen  a  letter  to  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission,  regarding  its  "Indecency  Inquiry."  I  have  no  news  lo  report  on  the 
proceedings  toward  a  24-hour  ban  on  so-called  "sensitive  language;"  but  KPFK  and  Pacifica's  legal  counsel 
on  this  issue  filed  a  thoughtful  and  provocative  brief.  Among  other  facts,  counsel  John  Crigler  noted  that 
ambiguities  in  the  FCC  definition  of  "sensitive"  language  leave  even  classic  works  like  Grapes  of  Wrath 
in  broadcast  limbo. 

On  another  score,  KPFK  has  experienced  mixed  blessings  from  two  community  events  which  were  held 
for  its  benefit.  A  celebration  to  honor  Roz  &  Howard  Larman  on  the  20th  anniversary  of  Folkscene  played 
to  a  sunding  room  orJy  crowd  at  At  My  Place,  in  Santa  Monica.  Thanks  to  event  organizer  Richard  Pinney, 
KPFK  will  be  able  to  replace  two  broken  microphones  and  purchase  some  new  ones. 

Unfortunately,  a  project  sponsored  by  KPFK's  local  advisory  board  did  not  fare  so  well.  The  event  was 
a  play  called  Al  Ground  Level:  Home  Sweet  Home  in  Central  Arrurica,  which  ran  for  eight  tughu  at  the 
Richard  Shepherd  Theater.  It  lost  several  hundred  dollars  and  proved  once  more  that  event  fund  raising 
requires  a  lot  of  attcniiveness  to  detail  simply  to  break  even.  Kudos  go,  however,  to  producer  Candice 
Corrigan,  director  Ric  Z  and  the  play's  translator,  Regina  Puston. 

Community  fund  raising  events,  along  with  other  methods  of  raising  money,  remain  as  areas  where  skilled 
outside  expertise  can  be  of  great  value  to  us.  As  of  now,  we're  looking  at  the  end  of  July  to  bring  back 
the  KPFK  Gospel  Festival;  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  we're  considering  a  revival  of  the  Winterfare. 
Volunteers  arc  needed  who  can  help  with  event  planning,  operations,  set  up,  sound  systems,  ticket  sales, 
promotions,  construction   and  other  activities. 

On  a  more  passive  note,  join  us  in  the  glow  of  warm  feelings  which  emanate  from  two  recent  testimonials 
to  KPI-K's  good  work.  The  Southern  California  Ecumenical  Task  Force  on  South  Africa  gave  recognition 
to  our  programs  on  the  struggle  against  apartheid.  The  California  Sute  Senate's  Rules  Committee,  chaired 
by  President  Pro  Tem  David  Robcrti,  honored  us  with  these  words: 

For  more  than  30  yean,  KPFK  has  served  Southern  California  with  an  unwavering  commitment  lo 
free  thought  and  speech;  its  eclectic  programming  has  filled  the  gaps  left  by  commercial  media  and 
offers  a  voice  lo  those  who  have  found  other  avenues  closed. 

By  being  an  exclusively  listener  sponsored  radio  station,  KPFK  has  ensured  its  station  repiescnu 
ihe  public's,  and  not  the  corporate  voice  of  Southern  California. 

While  those  words  surely  acknowledge  KPFK,  they  just  as  surely  undencocc  your  role  in  sustaining  us. 
Take  pause  to  be  quietly  proud  of  this  commendation  to  our  shared  values.
